Needed to Avert Food Shortage

scarcity of vegetables 
leriotis as that in meats is to be 
ivoided, Victory gardeners musl 
'nlargo their gardens and plant 

late crops.
President Truman has Issued 

three appeals in quick succcs 
sion for more Victory gardens, 

caused the new post ol 
director of home foqd supply to 
be created In the war food ad 
ministration, to emphasize the 
importance of Victory gardens. 

Paul C. Stark, who was ar 
pointed to this post, has just 
returned from a series of meet- 
ngs in Chicago, Omaha, Minne­ 

apolis and New York City, in 
which Victory garden workers 
were informed of the threaten­ 
ing outlook.

Heavy reductions in thi 1 acre­ 
age of market vegetables are 

pported from most sections, 
'hlle unfavorable weather has 

already caused severe damage 
:o growing vegetables and 
fruits, and delayed the planting 
it canning crops, which is sure 
o affect the yield.

Civilian Supplies Cut 
Even with a normal crop, Er- 

lest Moore, manager of the de­ 
partment of agriculture Victory 
Harden campaign told the con- 
'ercnccs the allotment of com­ 
mercial canned goods for civil- 
an use .next winter will be re­ 
duced over all by 25 per cent 
while the reduction in the case 
if beans and tomatoes will be 
me-half.

Those familiar with present 
ilue point values will under­ 

stand what that means. Nutri- 
ionists estimate that only onc- 
:<>nth the vegetables required 
'or normal nutrition can be 
Dought with the present blue 
point ration. Unless supplement- 

with fresh or frozen vege- 
ables, which are unrationed, 

serious malnutrition would re- 
lit.
With blue points still fewer, 

and unrationed- vegetables 
ihrlnking in supply, Victory 
Hardens remain the only answer* 
o a food problem which offi- 
iials paint in much darker col- 
irs when speaking privately, 
han in their official statements, 

gloomy as they are.
Victory Gardens Down 

Though   Victory gardens are 
ar more needed this year than 

1943, it is estimated that so 
ar twenty five per cent fewer 
lave been planted. Some of this 
oss Is diie to bad weather, and 
ome t6 lack of interest. It is 
raped that word of the serious 
iced for every pound of food 
hat can be produced will revive

the crusade spirit and brink 
about the planting of millions 
of new gardens, and the enlarge 
ment of those already started.

In addressing the conferences 
of Victory garden workers Di 
rector Paul Stark said:

"As laid out by President Tru 
man, our job is first, to make 
every effort to increase the pro 
ductlon of food In the nation's 
Victory gardens by enlarged and 
continuous plantings; and, sec 
ond, to encourage the homt 
preservation of every possible 
pound of food for next winter. 
Considering that war require 

:nts for commercially proces 
1 food have gone up, not 

down, since the end of fighting
Europe, we naturally pla 

food preservation on a level 
L'qual importance with home 
food production. Our job this 
year calls for more and harder 

'ork than we've yet done. 
"The most immediate problem 

facing us is getting gardens 
planted or enlarged. As you 

the weather has been un­ 
favorable lately in many parts 
of the countiy. Food crops, 
pecially fruits and vegetables, 

been severely damaged.- We 
can't do anything about the 

ther except talk. But we can 
something about those dis­ 

couraged gardeners and their 
gardens. A lot hangs on what 
we accomplish during the next 
few weeks.

Still Plenty Of Time 
We know that the supply for 

civilians of canned tomatoes will 
be only about half what it was 
a year ago.

'It's up to us to grow a lot 
more tomatoes in Victory gar-

To feed the people of Europe 

this winter America will have to 
export some twelve million tons 
of food. If we don't keep them 
from starving, we are laying the 
ground work for chaos ove 
there, and chaos will lead to d( 
vdopment of more dictatorship 
and the expansion of some 
those now existing. It Is as, 
much our fight to preservt 
peace and a balance of political 
influence in this world as It was 
to whip the dictators In the first 
place.

American Victory gardeners 
I'l-oduced eight million tons of 
food last year. Twelve million 
tons are to be exported thit 
coming year. Victory garden pi o 
(IlieUon should he increased 50 
per cent to offset this export 
Because the export will Includi 
proteins, the Inclusion of poultry 
and rabbits in the backyard 
help offset that phase of 
food export.

Irrigation Practice*!
The frequency and volume ol 

Irrigations should be regulated 
to some extent by the nature ol 
the garden soil. Sandy or gravel 
ly soils absorb water rapidly but 
their water holding capacity i 
low; therefore, these soils shoul 
be given frequent (approximate 
ly once every four to ten days) 
light (two to three inches in tilt 
furrow) irrigations. In contrast 
fine grained heavy clay soil.' 
are characterized by a slow rat< 
of water penetration but a very 
high storage capacity of wate.i 
which Is'available to the plant; 
therefore, these soils should re 
ceive the reverse treatment ol 
heavy (four to six iriches 111 the 
furrow) Irrigations applied nt 
Infrequent intervals (fifteen to 
twenty days). Loam soils of in 
termediato particle size would 
be given moderate waterings at 
intermediate frequencies (eight 
to fifteen days). In any soli 
condition like underlying hard 
pan, bedrock, or high watei 
tiible which limit the penetratipr 
of roots, add sufficient water ti. 
moisten .soil down to the re 
striding layer. Under these? con 
ditions relatively frequent light 
Irrigations are required.

Bliss Triumph usually grown foi 
the spring potato crop in CM 
fornia are not well adapted U 
prolonged storage. By observing

 rtaln precautions, however, thi 
home gardener may retain a 
supply in satisfactory condition 
for several months. Potatoes In 
tendon for storage should tx 
well matured as indicated b> 
completely browned plants, am 
firm skin on the tuber. They 
should be removed to shade Im 
mediately after digging. Avoir 
rough treatment of tubers am: 
.save only those which are frei 
of cuts and bruises. Potatoes 
should not be dug while thr 
ground Is wet nor should they 
be washed before storing. ' II 
available, a cold storage of 4C 
to 50 degrees F. Is optimum; 
otherwise keep potatoes in the 
coolest available place at a high 
humidity. The tubers should at 
all times be stored in a dark 
place since light will cans', 
greening and produce a blttei 
taste. Potato sprouts, whict 
should never be used as food be­ 
cause of the presence in them ol 

iry poisonous alkaloid, shoulc 
be removed from the tubers as 
soon as they appear in order tr 
prolong the storage life of thr 
tubers.

The only battleship to get un 
der way during the Jap attack 
jn Pearl Harbor, ahc cleared the 
olazing U.3:s. Arizona und 
through a sea of flaming oil, 
passed by the U.S.S. Oklahoma, 
Scaring tho Pearl Harbor en 
trance channel, she avoided Jap 
planes' attempts to sink her and 
olock the channel, by running 
jground In shallow water.

Raised from the bottom, she 
put in at a West Coast port for 
repairs in April, 1942. From here 
the Nevada supported troop 
landing operations at Attu, and 
then steamed to European wat­ 
ers to participate in the Nor- 
.tiandy Invasion. After helping 
Hence the German shore bat­ 

teries, she steamed Into the 
Mediterranean for the invasion 
at southern France In August, 
1944.

After refitting in New York, 
the Nevada returned to the Pa­ 
cific where her guns covered the 
operation against Iwo Jlnia.

She is" now older than many 
if her crew. Her keel was laid 

down Nov. 4, 1912, In the Fore 
River Shipyard, Qulncy, Mass., 
and she was commissioned at 
the Charlcstown Navy Yard, 
March 12, 1918.
